Releases Reserves Held to Se-

New York, Sept. 29.—[Special.]—As the re- 
sult of a panicin Wall street—with call loans 
at 35 per cent—which threatened the finan- 
cia] interests of the country, Secretary of 
the Treasury Shaw late tonight came to the 
relief with a plan which will make availa- 
ble tomorrow over $30,000,000 in gold, mak- 
ing possible an inerease of $130,000,000 in 
credit. 

Secretary Shaw, influenced by the alarming 
condition, which resulted today in placing 
the rate for call loans near the record mark, 
announced that in the future the banks 
will not be required to carry a reserve against 
government deposits secured by government 
bonds. 

Within twenty-four hours it is probable 


that Secretary Shaw's plan will bring rglief 
| for the money stringency. Liquidation and 


uneasiness had gone to a point where it has 
been decided that palliative measures aré 
advisable. 

Shaw Promises All He Can. 

Secretary Shaw decMned to discuss the 
financial situation further than to say that 
the treasury would codperate as far as pos- 
sible with the banks both feast and west in 
their effort to supply the necessary credit to 
the unprecedented amount of business 
that is taxing railroads and steamship lines 
as well as banks to the utmost 

Mr. Shaw said he had never seen any good 
reason why banks holding a government de- 
posit secured by government bonds should 
be required to carry a reserve against it. 
First, it is a deposit not likely to be called 
in a time of stringency, and, second, if called, 
the collateral will always sell for cash and in 
excess of the deposit. He has, since he took 
control of the treasury, contemplated reliev- 
ing the banks of this burden. 

The controller of the currency agrees with 
the secretary, and, therefore, itis announced 
that hereafter banks will not be required to 
carry a reserve against government depos- 
its secured by government bonds. 


Releases $30,000,000 of Gold. 

The treasury has on deposit with various 
banks scattered throughout the country from 
Maine to California, and from Minnesota to 
New Orleans. in round numbers, $130,000,000, 
against which they have heretofore been 
compelled to hold more than 230,000,000 of 
gcld or its equivalent. This decision will 
release that much reserve and furnish $30,- 
100,000 additional credit. 

The secretary said he would continue to 
make deposits of internal revenue and mis- 
eellaneovs receipts (a'l available for that 
purpose), practically $500,000 per day, as 
long as the situatién required, and if banks 
were unable to obtain government bonds 
to secure the same he would accept the same 
eeneral class of securities, municipal bonds, 
etc., as are made available by the laws of the 
By this it 
is not intended to loan in excess of 65 per 
cent of the par value, and nothing will be 
accepted that has not been panic tried and 
proven salable for cash. He said he should, 
of course, determine each case by itself. 


All Ready for the Crisis. 

The secretary further said he would ac- 
cept security 
for a portion of the deposit held by each 
bank now holding a. government deposit, 
and release enough 2 per cent consogls sto 


‘cover any Increased currency that the bank 


may desire to issue. He has recognized the 
possibility of present conditions, and there- 
fore as early as last July commenced print- 


ing currency preparatory to the needs of 


the banks to handle the increased business 


of the fall trade, and has on hand ready to 


be delivered an aggregate of about $25,000, - 
000. This can be sent out at the probable 
rate of $5,000,000 a day if the banks desire to 
substitute the other security above desig- 
nated for the release of the consols. 


This step was cantemplated when, some 


months ago, he asked the banks holding 
government deposits to order additional cur- 
reney printed. 


Relief Given by Treasury. 

The secretary's additional! relief therefore, 
may be summed up as follows: 

First—The release of practically $30 000,000 
reserve, which will permit the banks to in- 
crease their volume of business $150,000 ,000. 

Second—The substitution of other security 
for consols now held by the government on 
condition that the same shail be used as a 
basis for increased circulation, which, if ac- 
cepted by the banks, wil: immediateiy in- 
crease the volume $20,000,000 or $30,000,000, 


and will add thereto if needed. 


Third—The continuation of deposits to the 


limit allowed by law, accepting, if necessary,

Not Afraid of the Banks. 
Secretary Shaw was asked what he 
thought of a report that came from Wash-

Finahcial Crisis a Surprise. 

In regard to his coming here Secretary 
Shaw said:

Indeed, I did not know that anything 
unusual was happeninng in Wall street until 
after I got down there. I spent the entire 
afternoon at the subtreasury and had casual 
talks with two or three bankers. These were 
Lyman J. Gage, president of the United 
States Trust company; A. B. Hepburn, vice 
president of the Chase National bank; and 
Frank A. Vanderlip, vice president of the 
National City bank, all former treasury offi- 
clals."’ 

Secretary Shaw's statement tonight was 
given out after he had talked over the tele- 
phone to Washington with some one. 


Panic Reigns on the Floor. 

All afternoon sé¢mi-panic reigned on the 
floor of the stock exchange. There was a mad 
rush to unload securitjes and prices tumbied 
at an alarming rate. 
~ Some of the stocks sold were believed to 
represent liquidation by members of the s0- 
called western contingent. 

A bunch of stocks was sold for London ac- 
count—more than 60,000 shares accorfing to 
report. This heavy selling, cable dispaiches 
from abroad said, reflected sales in the Lon- 
don market by Amerjcan cperators at present 
in Europe. John W. Gates, some of the dis- 
patches allege, has disposed of 100,000 shares 
of various stocks. This was denied here. 


More Trouble Is Feared. 

Tomorrow. promises to be the worst dayof 
the present money flurry. The ‘top rate to- 
day for call loans was 35 per cent. Tonight 
it is believed that the rate will continue 
stiff tomorrow, and, in consequence, lower 
prices in the stock market are anticipated. 

But the worst, for the time being, will, it 
is belleved, be over, though banking Inter- 
ests are not looking for easy money for some 
time to come, However. 35 per cent interest 
will, within a few hours, be a thing of the 
past, though the rate tomorrow may be 
either higher or lower. Additional loans will 
have to be called. 

There are a number of promotions upon 
which payments fall due on Oct. 1. The 
banks are obliged to prepare themselves for 
these disbursements, and it is this fact which 
wiil make money hard to borrow. 

The street had a story today that J. P. 
Morgan & Co. had loaned out $20,000,000. If 
it were meant to convey the notion that there 
was new money available it is absurd. It is 
not unlikely, however, that the Morgan peo- 
ple were lending today at higher rates money 
they called last week. It is merely t 4 
over old funds from one rate of interest 
higher one. 


Chicago Houses Are Sellers. 
Chicago houses did a large selling business 
today. One firm, however, was in a good 
enough position to take advantage of the 
money market and put out a round lot at 30 
per cent. But as arule the business of the day 


was a matter of adjusting accounts, and. 


private wires were working unsually iate 
transacting the orders incident to a market 
like that of today. | 

Washington authorities, it is learned here, 
are ‘ooking for continued period of close 
money. The confroller of the currency has 
compiled reports showing that out of twenty- 
five reserve cities the national banks in 
twenty-one of them average below the !egal 
reserve requirements. 

There is ® faylt to be found with hope- 
fulness over ability of western banks to sup- 
piy money for purely commercial needs. 
Chicago banks are in the attitude of believing 
that business people will be accommodated 
readily. At the same time they gradually 
are marking up the rates. 


Little Cash for Speculation. 

There is, however, ng money in Chicago 
for speculative purposes. If there were New 
York brokers would not be paying freely 
35 per cent. If there were any great floating 
supply in the western center at this time 
a little of it would be attracted to New 
York. 

The price of coal at $18 a ton for anthra- 
cite and $9 for bituminous, is beginning to 
appeal to Wallestreet interests as a positive 
menace to business. Manufacturers are not 
expected to be able to continue their output 
with $9 coal as against the price which pre- 
vailed before the strike. 

The fears in this particular are at this 
time only premonitory. But with the situa- 
tion continuing unchanged between the oper- 
ators and the miners, it is not an absurd ap- 
The price fact stands. There 
is nothing illusory or deceptive about the 
actual cost of coal. So far as known, there 
is no hint in the street as yet that steps will 
be taken to bring about a settlement of the 
strike. The cost of a coal famine to business 
interests is just beginning. to be thought 
about. More direct matters are engaging the 
attention of the moneyed interests. 

J. P. Morgan, when he was asked, after 
the close of the stock market, “ Can you 
say something about the general financial 
situation?’ replied: Well, I think things 
are much better than they were.” 

“Then, do you think that the liquidation 
today has cleared the atmosphere?” 


“Aorgans Pay Out Millions. 

‘““T haven't anything to do with the stock 
market. Iam simply talking about the gen- 
eral financial situation. You see, we have 
paid out some $10,000,000 or $12,000 000 today 
in coupons, and that will help. Of course, 
it will take a few days to straighten matters 
out.”’

Tonight's action followed the action of the 
council last Friday in adopting a resolution 
offered by Ald.

The committee met to- 
night, with Mayor Maybury and a large 
number of citizens, in the council chamber, 
and after a general discussion of the coal sit- 
uation decided on Oct. 9 as the date for the 
proposed conference. 

The necessity for haste was realized and it 
was decided to telegraph invitations to the 
various governors and mayors of principal 
cities.

Nineteen Governors to Participate. 

Telegrams were sent to the governors of the 
following states: Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, 
Iilinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Kentucky, Pennsylvania, New Yark, Mary- 
land, Iowa, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Maine, Connecti- 
cut, and New Jersey. 


Mayor Talks of Conference. 

“J am heartily in favor of any move- 
ment which will bring about a settlement 
of the present difficulties and furnish us 
with an adequate supply of coal at reason- 
able prices,”’ said Mayor Maybury. ‘“ Steps 
should be taken at once to ward off this im- 
pending danger, for when the comfort and 


welfare of a man and his family during . 


the lone winter that is ahead of us are im- 
periled it is a danger.

Peaceful methods are always to be pre- 
ferred, and in this instance arbitration 
should be invoked. But the mines should 
be opened by some method, peaceful or 
otherwise, as the case may demand. I sin- 
cerely trust that before the night is over the 
wires will be hot ‘with messages to every 
city, village, and hamlet.” 


Manufacturers Act to End Strike. 

The National Assoctation of Manufactur- 
ers will also try to bring about a settle- 
ment of the coal strike. George Barbour of 
the Michigan stove works and President 
D. M. Parry of the manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, who is here attending the carriage 
manufacturers’ convention, sent the follow- 
ing telegram to John Mitchell: 

“Will you appoint at once committee of 
three of five to act with a similar commit- 
tee from National Association of Manu- 
facturers to consider present conditions 
which may bring about some plan that will 
assist in providing a settlement of present 
difficulties? Said committee to meet im- 
mediately at any plac@ you may designate. 
Telegraph answer here.”’ 


Harrison Applauds the Plan. 

CHICAGO—Maryor Harrison said he thought 
the conference would be a good thing. He 
sald: willnot make any suggestions until 
I know more about the call and the proposi- 
tion. I believe, however, thatany movement 
which will attract the attention of the gen- 
eral public to the conditions of the strike and 
the miners throughout the anthracite coal 
region would be an excellent thing.

CLEVELAND, O.—‘‘I have not yet re- 
ceived Mayor Maybury’s communication 
about the coriference for the settlement of 
the coal strike,’ said Mayor Tom L. Johnson 
at Upper Sandusky tonight. ‘1 shall be 
g'ad to coéperate with him in anything that 
will settle the difficulty or relieve the situa- 
tion. I wi probably be unable to attend 
the conference myself, but I sha!l do all that 
I can to aid in the movement.”’ 


. Two Officials Indorse Plan. 

PITTSBU RG—Recorder J. O. Brown. who 
holds the same position as a mayor does in 
other cities, said: ‘‘ You can count on me to 
do whatever I can to settle tHé coal strike, 
although it does not effect Pittsburg.. We 
have plenty of fuel and natural gas at rea- 
sonable prices and do not fear a shortness 
in supply this winter.” 

Recorder Murphy of . Allegheny said he 
could be counted on to use his influence to 
settle the strike. 


Fort Wayne Mayor Will Attend. 

FORT WAYNE—Mayor Berghoff says he 
will appoint a committée and attend the 
Detroit conference. He says of the plan: 
‘I do not believe it will do any gocd. The 
mine owners care absolutely nothing for pub- 
lic opinion, and would, in my opinion, not 
respond to any such movement.” 


‘Form New Party to Seize Mines. 

Springfield, Mass., Sept. 29.—A movement 
was inaugurated in this city today to form 
the People’s Coal league, an organization for 
the purpose of electing on Nov..4 a con- 
gress that will deal adequately with the 
coal question. Platform: _. 

* We demand that the federal government 
own the coal mines and administer them in 


the interest of the whole people.” 
It is claimed that the adoption of this plan 


will permanently solve the coal question by 
sending to congress men who have pledged 
themselves to favor government ownership 
of the coal mines. The plan includes soft and 
hard coal. 

The scheme is declared nonpartisan and 
nonpolitical, and is designed to effect ‘‘ such 
reform of the coal industry that a recurrence 
of existing conditions shall be impossible.” 

The league will have headquarters in Chi- 
cago, New York, and in this city. A branch 
of the league is to be organized in every con- 
gressional district in the country, with com- 
mittees in every township and precinct. 


Boston Mayor Calls Conference. 

Boston. Mass., Sept. 29.—[{Special.]—Mayor 
Collins tonight sent a circular letter to 150 
repréwentative citizens calling a conference 
in the common council chamber on Wednes- 
day to consider the coal situation, and to 
avert serious distress among the poorin 
sequence of it. 


Serve Papers in Boston Suit. 

Papers in the suit brought by Boston men 
against the anthracite mine owners were 
served today on William T. D. Trefey, com- 
missioner of corporations, who holds powers 
of attorney given by the Philadelphia and 
Reading road, the Philadelphia and Reading 
Iron company, the Lehigh Valley railroad, 
and the Pennsylvania railroad. The de- 
fendants are commanded te appear before 
the Supreme court at Boston the first Mon- 
day of November. 


Three Churches Urge Peace. 

After a spirited discussion, the trend of 
which was plainly in favor of the striking 
coal miners, the Congregational ministers, 
at their regular weekly meeting today, 
adopted resolutions demanding the prompt 
mining and shipment of coal and that the 
questions in dispute be submitted to arbi- 
tration. The Baptist and Methodist clergy- 
men at their meetings passed similar reso- 
lutions. 


Methodists Appeal to President. 

New York. Sept. 29.—After a stormy discus- 
sion resolutions calling upon President 
Roosevelt to appoint a commission of media- 
tion were adopted today at the Methedist 
preachers’ weekly meeting. The resclutions 
gay: 

‘* Believing that the strike now pending in 
the coal regions has reached a stage which 
calls for the most serious altenfion of all 
Christian men; 

* Believing also that the Interests of many 
of our people are specially involved, as well 
as those of the churches now under our care; 

* We therefore respectfully request his ex- 
ecellerey Theodore Roosevelt to appoint a 
commission of mediation, who will carefully 
consider the various questions now under 
dispute and see if anything can be done to 
end this unhappy strike.”’ 


'“Give Us Troops; We’ll Give Coal.” 

John Markle. the coal! operator, was asked 
today what New York Is to do for coal. 

“If a condition of anarchy existed now in 
New York, what would you want? You would 
wamt the troops called out and protection 
afforded you,” said Mr. Markle. That fs 
what we want.

EMILE ZOLA DEAD; 
IS TT ACCIDENT 
OR A SUICIDE? 


Found Lifeless in His Reom 
and Paris Officials Are 
Not Certain of Reai 

Cause.

Asphyxiation Is Suépected, but 
Sorrow. Over Failure of Re- 
cent Book Makes Sui- 
cide Possible.

PARIS, Sept. 29.—Emile Zola, novecist and 
cefender of Capt. Dreyfus, was found dead tn 
his Paris residence this morning. Asphyx!-. 
ation caused by fumes from a stove in his’ 
bedroom is ascribed as the cause for his 
death, although there are rumors of suicide. 
The cold reception given his last book, 
Truth,”’ made M. Zola despondent, and 
many of his friends make this and family . 
troubles sufficient motive for self-murder. 


Wife and Dogs Found Alive. 


The fact that Mmé, Zola, who was in the 
same room, and two little dogs, also in the 
apartment, survived, is quoted by many as 
proof that the escaping gas was not responsi- 
ble for the author’sdeath. One report by the 
commissary of police stiggested that M. 
Zola’s death was due to accidental poison- 
ing by drugs. A fublbinvestigation has been 
ordered, and every effort’ possible will be 
made to prove the real cause of death. 

M. Zola and his wife retired at 10 o'clock 
last night. Mme. Zola was seriously ill when 
the room was broken intothis morning. She 
was removed to a private hospital, where 
she recovered consciousness for a short time, 
and was able briefly to explain to a magis- 
trate what had happened. 


Light Fire in Heating Stove. 

M. and Mme. Zola returned to Paris from 
their country house Wt Medan yesterday. 
Owing toa sudden epeil of cold weather, the 
heating stove in their bedroom was ordered 
lighted. The stove burned badly and the 
pipes of the stove are said to have been qut 
of order. 

Workmen went to the house at 9:30 o'clock 
this morning to make repairs in M. Zola’s 
room. The servants, who had already been 
somewhat alarmed at hearing no sound from 
‘the bedroom, knocked loudly on the door. 
Receiving no answer they Dbroke the door in 
found a slight smell! of*carbonic gas. M. 
Zola was found lying Galf way out of the bed, 
with his legs stillin th® bed and his shoulders 
on the carpet. He was quite dead. Mme. 
Zola was found lying in bed, showing signe of 
life. 

Too Late to Save Author. 

The frightened servants instantly threw 
open the windows and gave the alarm. Drs. 
Le Normand and Morin soon arrived, fol- 
lowed by two other physicians. They used 
every possible means to restore animation, 
with success in the case of Mme. Zola. M. 
Zola, however, was beyond help. 

A slight odor of carbonic gas was noticed 
when the servants broke into the bedroom. 

It was reported here during the day that 
there were evidences of suicide in the death | 
of M. Zola. Nothing so far has developed to 
substantiate this. theory, and a statement 
made by Mme. Zqja to the magistrate seems 
to disprove it. M. Zola dined with a good 
appetite yesterday evening, and the servants. 
of the household ate of the same dishes. No 
unusual sound was heard from the bedroom | 
during the night. The two little dogs be-' 
longing to the Zolas passed the night in their. 
master’s bedroom. They were alive this 
morning. It ts believed they owe their lives 
to the fact that one slept on the bod and the 
other on a chair, thus escaping the heevy 
carbonic gas which settled near the floor. 


Little Odor in the Room. 

A druggist, who was the first to arrive at 
the house to attend M. Zola and his wife, 
said: 

“When I entered the bedroom M. Zola was | 
lying partly on the floor. No especial odor 
likely to cause asphyxiation was distinguish- 
able. M. and Mme. Zola did not present, 
exclusive symptoms of asphyxiation. Their | 
faces were contorted and thefr lips were) 
bloodless, but not violet edlored. I think} 
the aceident was probably caused by the! 
Zolas inhaling heavy carbonic gas, which | 
lay mainly below the level of the high bed, | 
This would account for Mme. Zola’s OSCADE. 
They were not suffocated on the bed. 

“M. Zola was awakened by the effects | 
of the gas and tried to rise, but he was . 
setzed with vomiting, fainted, and fell to the 
floor, where he was suffocated. Mme. Zola 
also was overcome by the gas, but to a les@, 
degree than her husband.” 


Poisoning by Drugs Suggested. 

The commissary of police, who was sume 
moned to the Zola residence, said in hid 
report to the prefect of Paris: ‘ 

“The heating stove was not lighted, and. a 
there was no odor of gas. It ip believed’ 
that M. Zola’s death was due to accidental’ 
poisoning by drugs. Two little dogs found 
in the bedroom are alive.” 

In a second report the commissary of pp - 
lice indorsed the medical opinion that 
Zola's death was accifiertal and

Born in Paris in 1840. 

Zola was born in Paris within a stone's 
throw of the Halles, at 10 Rue St. Joseph, 
April 2, 1840. His father was an Italian, a 
member of a Venetian family. His mother 

| Was -a native of. Dourdan in Seine-et-Oise, 
France. 
The eldef Zola when his son was 5 
years old and the family was left destitute. 
, Had it mot been for the fact that the boy's 
maternal grandparents went to Aix. to live 
with their widowed daughter and: to con- 
tribute to her support, the chances are that 
Emile Zola néver would have been given the 
education which enabled him afterward to 
write stories which raised a furore in Paris 
and set the members of the French academy 
by the ears. 


_ Poor Student in His Youth. 


Zola did not know “A” from “B”” until 
after he had passed his eighth birthday anni- 
versary. Then the grandmother told him 
that he must stop roaming and go toreading. 
There was a storm, but sense prevailed, and 
the youngster went unwillingly to school.. 

‘At the age of 12 Zola was entered in the 
Aix college, where he was put in the lowest 
form. The fact that he was far behind other 


pupils of his years shamed the led, and he 


worked, as he efterward said, “like a peas- 


ant.’ 


Denied his degree, Zola rourid himself face 
to face with life with no capital save as yet 
an undeveloped knack of turning a Frewch 
Sentence and a thorough knowledge and 
love of French literature. He had two peo- 
ple to support (his grandmother had died) 
and no money with which to doit. .... 


Many Years of Poverty. 

M. Labot, who had been a friend of his 
father, gave him a clerkship in a‘sort of 
entrepot:in the Rue dela Douane. There he 
was paid 60 francs a month and the work was 
the dreariest kind of drudgery. He resigned 
after two months, saying he preferred starva- 
tion in the street to a continuance of the 
slavery. 

For eighteen months Zola went through a 
struggle for the necessaries of life. One meal 
a day of bread and cheese for weeks ata time 
was his allowance. His clothes were ragged 
and green with age. He wandered about, at 
times stopping to'read the books exposed for 
sale at second hand stores. : 


Enters a Publishing House. — 


In the year 1862, when 22 years old, Zola 
was given a ietter by M. Boudet of the 
Academy of Medicine'to a publishing house. 
There he was given employmentata meager 
salary. t One night, just as he was leaving 
the publishing house, Zola, with a'trembling 
hand, put the manuscript of his ‘‘Amoreuse 
Comédie’’ on M. Hachette’s desk. 

The story of Zola’s literary struggles is 
told in the next. column by Elia W. Peattie. 
- During the intense excitement of the Drey- 
fus affair Emile Zola became for a time the 
center of the great controversy: He was 
champion of the cause of the disgraced and 
exiled officer. He boldly accused army offi- 
cers and members of the war department 
with perjury. With voice and pen he worked 
for what he said was the cause of eternal 
justice. 

The government held him responsible for 
his criticisms and imprisoned him. 

_ One year’s imprisonment was the first pun- 
\ishment meted out to Zola for his interfer- 
‘ence in the case, but this did not stop his 
efforts in behalf of the condemned officer. 


Zola’s Defense of Dreyfus. 


Zola’s defense of Dreyfus was so deter- 
‘mined that it resulted in the author’s arrest 
‘after a self-imposed exile of twelve months, 
land it is believed the novelist’s work had 
much to do insecuring the final release of the

It-was Zola’s opposition to the anti-Semitic 
spirit in France that first interested him in 
ithe Dreyfus case. His appeal to the Court 
of Casdation resulted in a decision, on April 
2, 1898, to quash the former verdict and 
igrant a new trial to the man imprisoned on 
Wevil's island under conviction as a traitor 

The first move by M. Zola in the case was 
now famous J’Acc letter, ad- 
dressed to President Faure, in which he de- 
jmanded a revision of the case and denouriced 
high officials of the government from the 
minister of war at the time of Dreyfus’ con-

Had Emile Zola died previous to the mar- 
tyrdom of Dreyfus, he would have been much 
less lamented than he is today. Upto that 
time he had been misunderstood by French- 
men, who disliked him for artistic and other 
reasons, as well as by foreigners, who sus- 
pected him of motives of which he was in- 
capable. His heroism at the time of the 
Dreyfus trial aroused France to the con- 
sciousness that he was a formidable figure. 
and awakened the rest of the world to an 
appreciation of his profound earnestness, the 
depths and integrity of his character, and 
his high and distinctive ideas in regard to 
life and his relation to them. 


Zola was born in Paris April 2, 1840, of a 
French mother and an Italian father. The 
elder Zola was @ Venetian, son of a Greek 
woman, a man of grandiose ideas and an 
engineer by profession. He constructed the 
canal at Aix (Bouches du Rhone) that bears 
his name... Emile passed much of his boy- 
hood at Aix, returning to Paris in 1858. His 
father died when he was 7, and his mother 
made extraordinary efforts to give him an 
education, though he was not a promising 
pupil, as his instructors at the Lycée Saint 


Louis testified. 

Before he had reached the age of 20 he was 
put in the world trying to make a living for 
himself. He was first a laborer on the docks, 
then a salesman for Hanchette & Co. He 
lived a wretched life in one of the lowest of 
hotels, among hard living students and un- 
happy women; but'he did not at any time 
partake of their license. From the first he 


appeared to regard life with the eyes of a 
scientist. It wae an instinct with him to ob- 
serve. When his miserable hotel was in- 
vaded by the police and its vociferous in- 
mates hustled out upon the pavement, he 
was interested to observe the drama. The 
actions of the gendarme, the manners of the 
women, the futile expostulations of the men, 
the oaths, the pathos, the defiance—every- 
thing claimed his impersonal attention. 


Meantime he wrote poems, then later prose, 
and there was never a day so abject that his 
ambition did not appear before him with dis- 
tinctness. There was never a time when he 
did not intend and expect to befamous. His 
egotism, or his genius, dominated him ut- 
}terly. He wrote during the period of his 
clerkehip for Hanchette & Co. a number of 
short stories, which in 1864 were collected 
under the title of ‘‘ Contes & Ninon.”’ He 
tried contributing to certain newspapers and 
periodicals, and fared so well that he felt 
justified in resigning his position with the 
booksellers. He was of the opinion that he 
could write books better than he could sell 
jthem. The need for money, however, caused 
him to write ‘‘ The Mysteries of Marseilles,’’ 
for which his friends apologize and his ene- 
mies quote against him. lt was a etory of 
violence and the persecution of the innocent 
by the guilty, and it revolted many of the 
Sudicious. It was perhaps the occasion of 
_the unrelenting prejudice with which M. 
‘Taine regarded him. | 

There followed “ Thérése Raquin,”’ a work 
which revealed Zola in his true-colors. The 
story was as fateful, as hideous, as funda- 
mentally true as an old Greek drama. It 
offended an age which politely passed over 
the revolting crimes. The remorse in the 
book had an epic quality, and wag no more to 
be forgotten than the sacrifice of Iphigenia 
or the fate of Sisera. It was the story ofa 
guilty wife and her lover who permitted the 
drowning of the husband, and who then re 
garded each other with alternating hours of 
frenzied love and of suspicion, till they be- 
held murder in each other's eyes, and each 
destroyed the other while an avaricious aunt 
who desired their fortune—a bagatelle—be- 
held their departing agonies. 

The aversion with which the critical world 
fegarded this tale gave M. Zola a certain 
celebrity. It was as if a fire breathing 
dragon, who-could not be slain, had arrived 
in the land. He was disgusting but invul- 
nerable. Taine spoke out his disgust to the 
academicians with such vehemence that in 
all the brilliant years that followed the Forty 
eoul@ not become reconciled to Zola, and 
thus one of the most prolific, original, and 
amazing literary creators of France has 
passed away without recognition by the body 
of Immortals, 


Zoia then became the victim of an idea, 
which he carried to excess. His apology for 
sin and his explanation of virtue was heredi- 
ty. A strange undervaluation of the ethical 
nature of man, an incapacity to understand 
the power of the will, and an abso‘ute un- 
coneciousness of the element of spirituality 
in the life of men caused Zola to regard his 
theory elmost in the light of a universal! 
solvent. He entered upon the writing of a 
series of books, the series being called ‘‘ Les 
Rougon-Marquart.”” It has been termed his 
Comédie Humane. The probabilities are 
that eventually thie will be considered over- 
praise; for the books were, psychologically 
and philosophically, incomplete. They failed 
to recognize the divine principle of regenera- 
tiom or the balance of goodness over evi). 
For more than twenty years these volumes 
succeeded each other with periodic reguilar- 
ity. They were modes of scientific fiction. 
They presented a gallery of terrible, common, 
cunning, foolish, greedy, vain portraits—it 
was as if the peopie swarming along the 
street had been arrested by the wand of a 
sardonic wizard, and the entrails of their 
souls exposed to view. There cam be little 


good. They were, in fact, the aspirations of 
the scientist. The final volume of the Rou-| 
gon-Marquart series was published in 1892. 


It is possible that Zola had been irritated 
by certain elements im human beings, which 
he was unable to analyze and for which he 
could concoct no synthesis. Mam had at 
least one source of happiness, faith, which 
seemed not to have its cause in the senses. 
M. Zola entered upom a consideration of this 
question. Perhaps from the outset he de- 
termined to prove it wanting, because it did 
not fal in swith his idea of heredity. He 
wrote a trilogy of romances to demonstrate 
the failure of Christianity. These books 
were called Lourdes,” ‘Rome,’ and 
“ Paris.” They were incomparabie studies 
of the cities the names of evhich' they bear. 
The moral of them is that peace is found not 
in faith, but im trade—that is, work. 

A second trilogy of books arose out of this 
culminating idea. These are ‘‘ Fécundité,’”’ 
a terrible arraignment of the barren French 
woman; “ Travail,’’ a marvelous celebration 
of socialism; ang ‘‘ L’Verité,”’ which enjoins 
brotherly love and kindness. 


Zola was an officer of the Legion of Honor. 
and was at one time president of the So- 
ciété des Gens de Lettres. PoHtically he

was a radical republican, and from the first 
he was a governmental! as well as a literary 
revolutionist. He was domestic in his tastes, 
bet not sociable. It was always difficult for 
hivn to make friends. He was annoyed at 
the loquacity of people, and at their topics 
ef conversation. He liked above all things 


to talk of himself. He had that absorption 


which is one of the symptoms of the malady 
of genius. He had been prospefous, and his 
house at Medan contains extraordinary cu- 
rios. “‘ You pass up the staircase,’’ writes 
a visitor, “ with its cathedral carvings in 


colored wood, which even Amiens can hardly 


rival, into the salon, with the great bust of 
the master as a young man on the mantel- 
piece; you place your hat upon an Eliza- 
bethan throne and lean your stick upon a 
Druidic harp.’’ 

M. Zola’s studio was as spacious as the 
atelier of a battle painter. His persona! hab- 
its were simple. He loved common clothes, 
hard work, and retirement, " 

The rugged firmness of his character, his 
capacity for heroism, his massed power and 
impetus had never been properly appraised 
till the Dreyfus matter solicited his advo- 
cacy. He wasaccused of not being a French- 
man in spirit; he was said to be the instru- 
ment of political intriguers. The world in 
‘general, however, believed him to be in- 
spired by a larger form of patriotism than the 
majority of his» countrymen was able to 
-understand—a patriotism which enabled him 
to stand in a tragic mingrity against the 
passion and madness of the hour, that his 
country might not be disgraced by an in- 
fumous act. He suffered exile, but was per- 
mitted to return to his Paris—the city which 
he had comprehended yet not comprehended. 
He had not, indeed, discovered the soul of 
roaan. In the clinic over which he presided 
with the dignity of a great surgeon he dem- 
onstrated with masterful astuteness the 
function of skin, tissue, muscles, nerves, 
bones, blood vessels, and respiratory organs. 
he did,not discover the soul. Somehow 
or other, to the last it eludedhim,

GENERAL VON. GOSSLER DEAD.

DANZIG, Prussia, Sept. 29.—Gen. von Goss- 
ler, formerly Prussian minister of war, died 
here this evening. Gen. von Gossiler was 
born in 1841. He was appointed minister of 
war Aug. 14, 1896, and resigned the office

Heinrich von Gossler in the war of 1866 
served as a battalion adjutant in the Gath- 
aischen contingent. He was a captain in the 
Franco-Prussian war, and in that conflict 
was twice severely wounded. He became a 
colonel in 1888 and was placed in command 
of the Third regiment of the guard. 

In 1808 he was appointed military adviser 
to the reichstag military commission. He 
was made a lieutenant general in 1895 and 
in 1896 was appointed Prussian minister of 
war. 


HICKS-BEACH GIVES VIEWS. 


Former Chancellor of Exchequer Dis- 
cusses Education Bill and Brit- 
ish Finances. 


LONDON, Sept. 20.—Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, the former chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, delivered a speech at Bristol] to- 
night in which he outlined the attitude of 
the government with respect to the op- 
ponents of the education bill. The former 
chancellor said the bill might need some 
alteration, but if the matter was to be set- 
tled peaceably there must be ho more threats 
of resistance to the will of parliament by 
local authorities or by rate payers to the 
payment of rates.

Sir Michael said he thought he cou!d hon- 
orably relinquish his former office now that 
the finances of the country.were in a more 
flourishing condition and that there was a 
prospect of reduction in taxation. Hé said, 
however, that he intended to continue a while 
as member of parliament for West Bristol.

‘*Tt has never been done béfore, and isjthus 
extraordinary.

‘‘ All these methods, however, are simply 
of value to carry the monetary conditions 
over until they are affected again by natural 
conditions. The $30,000,000 placed upon the 
market is not a large sum for one time, and, 
ab I said, its effect will be gradual. Inshort, 
it will make the banks more lenient in mak- 
ing loans and will ease a critical situation. 
In Chicago the effect will hardly be per- 
ceptible.’’ 


CHICAGO HOUSES IN FINE SHAPE 


No Evidence of Panicky Speculative 
Feeling—Result of Brokers’ Fore- 
sight Three Weeks Ago. .

‘* Now as to this cry for the abolition of the 
subtreasury. We do not need in this country 
so much the abolition of the subtreasury as 
we need this system of emergency circula- 
tion. The effect of the abolition of the sub- 
treasury system at this time would tempor-

POLICE CATCH

Seven Negroes, Who Confess They Have 
Looted Nearly Every Cemetery In 
and Near the City, Are Captured— 
Demonstrator of Anatomy in Med-— 
feal College, an Interne, and Jan- 
itor Implicated and Warrants Are 


Issued, 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 29.—[Special.]— 
ven negroes, who be their own confessions 


cemeteries in the last three months, were 
arrested here early this morning. Every 
cemetery in and near Indianapolis has been 
attacked by the ghouls, and the bodies of 
many well known persons are reported to 
have been stolen and sold for use on the 
dissecting tables of a local medical college. 

The negroes under arrest are Walter Dan- 
iels, Sol Grady, Sam Martin, Garfield Buck- 
ner, William Jones, Rufus Cantrell, and 
Isaac Donnel. Al! live im Indianapolis. 

Warrants were also issued for Dr. Joseph 
C. Alexander, the demonstrator of anatomy 
in the Central College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, in which two stolen bodies were 
‘found ten days ago; Dr. Wilson, an interne 
in the college; and George Haymaker, the 
white janitor of the college. 


all weakened and confessed that they were 
members of an organized gang of ghouls. 


' One Cemetery Almost Empty. 

Mount Jackson, a cemetery just across the 
river, west of the city, has been left prac- 
tically empty the grave robbers. “ Ru-- 
fus ’* was the pass word at the medical col- 
lege, and when it was uttered by the return- 
ing ghouls the doors of the coNege were al- 
ways opened without questioning. 

The statement that Crown Hill, one of the 
best guarded cemeteries in the United States, 
has been invaded-by the grave robbers has 
caused indignation. One of the ghouls said 
it usually took about twenty-five minutes 
to rob @ grave. 

The law in Indiana ts strict and provides 
for punishment of ghouls by long imprison- 
ment. 

Accuses Dr. Alexander. 

Rufus Cantrell, one of the negroes, made 
a detailed confession. He said Dr. Alexan- 
der accompanied the negroes on several of 
the grave robbing expeditions. 

The. police say that the operations of the 
Bang were on a larger scale than any gang 
. ever im the state. Upward of 100 graves 
have been robbed during the last three 
months. The detectives say the negroes 
were armed with shotguns to prevent cap- 
ture and equipped with horses and wagons 
with which to do the work. The bodies 
were sold to different colleges, which opened 
their winter terms within the last week . 

The detectives who have been working 
on the case say that a complete investiga- 
tion will show that even the gravesin Crown 
Hill were desecrated by the ghouls. 


Stole After Every Funeral. 

Cantrell said he and the other negroes vis- 
ited Mount Jackson cemetery almost every 
time any one was buried in the place. 

‘* We pretty near cleaned that place out,” 
he said. “‘I don’t believe that 
missed anybody that has been planted there 
since July.” 

Cantrell said there were some graves that 
were not disturbed because the flowers and 
other articles on top were arranged in such 
a manner that the gang did not feel confident 
of restoring the graves to their former ap- 
pearance.

Biackmer, it is declared, has already pro- 
vided money of his own im an effort to carry 
out the terms of a deliberate and fraudulent

lating upon the will of the estate. 


Court Likewise Assailed. 

A charge is made that the court Itself, the 
judge of which is a brother-in-law of O. P. 
Grimes, the third administrator to collect, 
has shown itself biased and prejudiced and 
grossly imposed upon, and the demand is 
made that the litigation be taken out of this 
court and transferred to the District court 
ot Paso county. 

The charges are made in the nature of an 
answer to the petition of the administrators 
to collect. 


Executors of Will Fight. 

Tyson 8. Dines of Denver, D. H. Rice and 
Charles 8. Chamberlain of this city, execu- 
tors named in the will of Mr. Stratton, were 
served with citations, and will appear in the 
County court tomorrow morning. It is de- 
clared by their attorneys here that they will 
go to jail for contempt of court rather than 
accede to the order to turn over the affairs 
of Mr. Stratton to the court administrators. 

The answer filed today further charges 
that former Governor C. 8. Thomas of Den- 
ver is attorney for the administrators to col- 
lect appointed by the court, and also for cer- 
tain persons who intend and have long intend- 
ed to bring suit against the Stratton estate 
involving practically the entire estate. 


Court Officers Accused. 

The administrators to collect, Blackmer 

and Hamlin, are declared to be financially in- 
terested in a company which is declared to 
have entered into contracts with young 
Stratton by which they assume all expenses 
of litigation, guarantee him the $50,000 al- 
lowed him in the will, and secure the right to 
involve the estate in litigation for their own 
profit. 
‘ The bond in the sum of $8,000,000, which 
was given by the administrators to collect is 
made an object of attack. Itisdeclared that 
the statutes of Colorado prohibit any bond- 
ing company from writing a bond in excess of 
half of its capitalization, and that the agere- 
Sate capitalization of the companies who 
have written these bonds is only $4,000,000.

ATTEMPT TO FREE SPALDING 
ON WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS. 


Proceedings Begun by Attorney W. G. 
Anderson and Case Will Be Heard 
Tomorrow by Three Judges. 


Habeas corpus proceedings were ‘inst!- 
tuted in the Circuit court yesterday by W. 
G. Anderson, attorney for former Banker 
Charnes W. Spalding, and the petition will 
be heard tomorrow before Judges Smith and 
Bishop and some other judge. 

The latest move to secure the release of 
Spalding from the penitentiary is based. on 
the following grounds: . 

That the maximum punishment for embezzle- 
ment, as defined under the bankers’ act, is three 
years, and that Spalding, ‘having served more than 
three years, is entitled to his discharge. 

That Spalding has complied\with all the require- 
ments of the parole law and the parole rules. 

That although Spalding has complied with .all 
the rules his parole has been arbitrarily withheld, 
while the board of pardons has released Bankers 
Magill, Berger, and Schintz. 

That the board of pardons has entered an order 
declaring that Spalding cannot at any time re- 
ceive the benefit of parole, thereby depriving him 
of his liberty without due process of law. 

Judges Smith-and Bishop signed the peti- 
tion for a hearing, and it will be necessary 
for a third judge to be chosen.

Iron Men and Carpenters Claim 
Right to Build a Traveler 
at New Depot. 


To win their right to erect a $300 traveler 
at the new Lake Shore-Rock Island depot 
the Bridge and Structural Iron Workers’ 
union tied up buildings yesterday that are 
to cost over $9,000,000. The dispute was 
originally between the irom men and the 
carpenters, but spread until it affected every 
building trades in the city. 

The tieup was carefully planned. During 
the morning the business agents of the iron 
workers gathered'in the union headquarters 
at 198 Madison street and were sent out 
from there. Every member of their or- 
ganization was promptly called out, and be- 
fore the close of the day bricklayers, stone- 
masons, hod carriers, hoisting engineers, and 
carpenters had to lay down their tools 

So serious did the.situation become that 
at night a conference of all parties was 
called. After a heated debate the men 
agreed to compromise. The iron men will 


claims to future work along similar lines to 
an arbitration board. All the men are to go 
back to work today and thus end the shortest 
big ‘strike Chicago has known. 


Basis of the Conflict. 


The fron men claim the right to build the 
traveler because it is used to hoist the fron 
beams they set. The carpenters claim the 
right because the structure is of wood and 
must be framed by them. Members of both 
unions are employed on the depot, and the 
contractors, Grace & Hyde, assigned this 
work to the carpenters. For two weeks end- 
ing last Tuesday the work of putting up the 
traveler went on without protest from the 
iron workers. Then, without giving any 
warning, «they left their places. 

, Representatives of Grace & Hyde and of 
Oscar Daniels, to whom the iron contract 
is sublet, called the carpenters and iron men 
to a conference last Thursday. The ques- 
me was discussed, and Grace & Hyde 
oved that the iron men struck without 
This did not stop the 
trouble, for a new element entered into it. 

The iron men are members of the advisory 
board of business agents, an organization 
similar in purpose to the old building trades 
council. This organization the carpenters 
refuse to enter, and the iron men, acting un- 
der instructions from the advisory board, 
took this dispute as a method of forcing 
them to join. With this outside -element 
in the dispute, a settlement could not be 
brought about by the firms. 


Action of Advisory Board. 


On Sunday the advisory board met, and 
it was decided to order a strike on al! build- 
ings where Grace & Hyde, Oscar Daniels, 
or the American Bridge company—another 
company engaged om the depot—are doing 
work. The strike was to begin with a walk- 
out of the iron men and to be followed by 
all other unions affiliated with the advisory 
board. The first part of the order was car- 
ried out, and the enforcement of the second 
part is averted by the compromise. 

The strike yesterday stopped work on,the 
depot, which is to cost $2,500,000; on the new 
Butler Bros.” building, to cost $1,000,000; on 
the new Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co. 
building, to cost $1,500,000: and the new 
postoffice, which is to cost $4,000,000. Before 
night over 3,000 men had been affected.

‘“*‘ Weare out of this trouble,’’ said President 
Timothy Cruise of the Carpenters’ union. 
“The work was given to us and belongs 
tous. The traveler is of wood and should be 
‘made by us. The justice of our case was 
acknowledged by the contractors and our 
men did the work until it was disputed. Since 
that time nothing has been done, and the 
traveler stands there incomplete. We were 
not told there would be a strike, and we are 
not responsible.”’ 

“This traveler is false work,” said Bust-: 
ness Agent Frank Thoman of the iron men. 
‘Such work always has been done by us, and 
belong: ‘o us. We have called out our men 
ou all the jobs controlled by Grace & Hyde, 
Daniels, and the American Bridge company. 
The matter is so important it would warrant

Youth, speed, cleverness, and a better 

nowledge of defense woh for Philadelphia 
Jack O’Brien over Joe Choynsk! in the wind- 
up at the America Athletic club sow last 
night. 

The contest, while it came up to expecta- 
tions from a scientific point, was a disap- 
pointment fronf a slugging view. Thecrowd 
which. filled every foot of the clubhouse had 
among its numbers a great many who have 
no appreciation. of the finer principles of 
boxing, and to them ‘tthe contest wes not. 
worth the price of admission. What they 
wanted and what they expected was a slash: 
away, hit or miss punching séance, witha. 
knockout as a fitting finish. To them the 
bout appeared fakish, judging from the cat . 
calls hurled at the principais during the 
fourth round. 

The contest, despite the difference of opin- 
ions, was just what good judges of boxing 
expected. It was chock full of science, with. 
enough hard hitting to satisfy all but those 
who wanted simon pure slugging. 


Comparison of the Men. 

The weights favored Joe, as the articles of 
agreement permitted him to enter the ring 
at 165 pounds, while Jack’s best weight is 
This advantage was offset by O’ Brien’s 
youth and speed, and also, as was exemplified 
last night, by better knowledge of every- 
thing that goes to makea scientifie exponent 


, of the manly art. Choynski's chance to win 


was to land a punch that would send O’Brien 
staggering along ‘‘ Queer street,’ or one that 
would be effective enough to send him down 
for the count. He had the strength and the 
knack, to deliver it had the opening pre- 
sented itself, but Jack’s defense was such 
the opening never came. Deprived of that 
one lone chance, the regult could not have 
been otherwise, as the Philadelphian dem- 
onstrated his superiority in everything per- 
taining to the game. He feinted Joe into 
knots, blocked his leads easily, ducked his 
right hooks and swings cieverly, and slipped 
under his straight left hand leads with such 
marvelous ease Choynski appeared slow in 
comparison. Besides this, O’Brien stabbed 
prodded, and jolted Joe with straight lefts at 
times with ridiculous ease. = 


Commencement of Hostilities. 

O’Brien began hostilities by scoring a left 
hook on Joe’s cheek, and slipped his head 
far enough to avoid Choynski’s left counter. 
He came back a moment later with a straight 
left, but received a prod on the forehead in 
return. Joe tried to force the fighting, evi- 
dently desirious of exchanging blow for 
biow, but Jack did not fancy any of that 
sort, and kept dancing and hopping around 
the ring, trying to befuddie Choyneki with 
his chain lightning feints. Joe did not be- 
fuddle, however. Inatgad, he kept moving 
after the elusive easterner, with hopes of 
catching him off his guard and then “ pink- 
ing” him hard enough toslowhimup. Jack 
was too foxy to be caught napping, and 
continued his speedy in and out tactics, jab- 
bing whenever an opening presented itself. 
The game was fast and clever enough and 
mingled with enough blows during the first 
three rounds to make it highly interesting. 
O' Brien’s superiority was evident thus early 
in the fray and, barring some unforeseen 
happening, such as receiving a wallop hard 
enough to slow him up or change the tide of 
“battle, the result wae a foregone conclusion. 
Joe was tiring from the fast pace set by 
Jack, still he poesessed the punch that would 
do the trick. The pace alsdé told a bit on 
‘O’Brien, and the fourth round was so slow 
that some of the spectators yelled in de- 
rision. 


Windup Is Lively. 

They put a Uttle more ginger into the fifth 
round and engaged in several good rallies, in 
which Jack showed to the better advantage, 
He also kept pecking Joe's face with his left 
and cleverly avoided by blockiag and duck- 
ing a number of vicious left and right hand- 
ers, any of which, had it landed, might have 
altered affairs. | 

The.final round was by far the best of 
the contest. Jack sailed in to put the vet- 
eran away. He scored several good lefts and 
rights and in return reeeived a hard left 
on the ear which sent him staggering across 
the ring. J6e, seeing the effects of his blow, 
waded in, but Jack cleverly slipped into 
“a \clinch. They went at it hard after the 
breakaway, but the speedy Jack shot a 
straight left into Joe’s face which sent him 
tottering to the ropes. He followed this 
wp with a brace of lefts and rights, took a 
geuple of hot ones in return, and wound up 
tha rally by reaching his right around on 
kidney’s solidly enough to make the 
old “un” grunt. The crowd was in an up- 
roar and the adherents of both men yelled 
for a knockout. Another kidney blow, sev- 
eral good jabs, and a short rally ended the 
contest, with the majority of points and the 
decision in favor of O’Brien. 

Choynski registered a kick against the 
bandages Jack had on his hands and he was 
ordered to remove several layers. Kid Mc- 
Coy was O'Brien's chief second.

OCRAN BOAT PROVES BEST 


LITTLE HASTE CAPTURES CHAM- 
PIONSHIP FROM LA RITA. 


Final Race in Series Between Eastern 
and Western Twenty-one Footers 
Results in a Decisive Victory for the 
Yacht from Boston—Light Wind Is 
Thought te Favor the Visitor— 
‘Westerners Invited te a Retura 
Mateh Next Season. 


Little Haste, the crack twenty-one footer 
pf the east, yesterday demonstrated its 
superiority over George R. Peare’s western 
champion, La Rita, by capturing the third 
and final race of the east against west cham- 
pionship. The victory of the eastern craft 
was so hollow and so decisive that the result 
left no doubt in the minds of local yachts- 
men as to which is the better boat. 

The weather conditions and the sea were 
all in favor of the visiting boat, and from 
the start Little Haste went to the front and 
gradually opened a gap until when the fin- 
ighing line was reached it was almost two 
miles ahead of La Rita. Little Haste crossed 
the line at 4:37:24 and it was 4:51:39, or over 
fourteen minutes later that the Chicago 
craft finished. - 

The course sailed was that of the Chicago 
Yacht club, a triangle of fifteen miles, 
to the Hyde Park crib, the four mile 
crib, and return to the starting point at 
the Van Buren street gap. The wind, which 
was slight, had a velocity of not over eight 
miles an hour, and came from a southeast- 
erm direction. “It freshened slightly as the 
boats drew near the finish, and La Rita made 
up some of the lost ground. 


Weather Favors Visitor. 


Little Haste’s victory can be credited to 
the weather, and also to the brilliant sea- 
manship shown by its crew, Owner T. K. 
Lothrop Jr. in command, which outmaneu- 
vered La Rita at every stage. The race 
showed that a boat of the center board type 
can negotiate light airs and a smooth sea 
much faster than a fin keel. 

The start of the race was the most perfect 
of any in the series, Little Haste crossing 
the line at 2:00:03, and La Rita following 
two seconds later. The first leg was a dead 
beat to windward, and Little Haste grad- 
ually drew away from the local yacht. It 
turned the first buoy in 8:33:20, and more 
than fourteen minutes later La Rita turned. 

Immediately after going around Little 
Haste broke out it spinnaker, which filled 
beautifully, pulling the yacht along at a 
good clip, while the Peare boat, hopelessly 
behind, was trying to make the buoy. La 
Rita’s crew after turning took in its jib and 
set its balloon jib and spinnaker. The boat 
was handicapped slightly by carrying the 
Spinnaker belonging to the yacht Sprite 
which did not set well. 


Local Boat Far Behind. 

At 5:10:42 Little Haste rounded the four 
mile crib, completing the second leg. At 
this period La: Rita was at least two miles 
behind, and it was not until 4:24:32 that it 
turned the crib. The Boston crew did not 
change Little Haste’s rig for the final run to 
the finish, but went in ynder ai working jib 
and spinnaker. 

The final leg was a broad reach, as was the 
second. On this leg of the triangle La Rita 
made a slight gain. Peare's boat continued 
to sail under its balloon jib and spinnaker 


but was hopelessly outrun. Summary:

Chairman Rowe's short statement for call- 
ing a meeting of the committee, that ‘‘ con- 
ditions are not satisfactory, not what they 
should be,”’ is the subject of severe criticism 
on the part of every politician who has vis- 
ited the headquarters since the story wae 
published. 

**He ought to have explained,”’ observed 
a downstate member yesterday, ‘' just the 
reason why things are not satisfactory, in- 
stead of leaving the inference that we are 
torn by factional differences, and that the 
committee has a big row on its hands. I 
happen to know that Maj. Hogan, in charge 
of the speakers’ bureau, is probably more 
responsfble for the co ittee being called 
together than any one else. He found that 
when it was impossible to give them men of 
national renown like Senators Hanna, For- 
aker, Beveridge, and Spooner, those who 
asked for speakers would reply that they 
didn’t want anybody. 


Real Object of the Meeting. 


“The major suggested that the committee 
should meet so the managers could get re- 
ports as to what committeemen are doing 
in their respective districts towards arousing 
interest among the voters, and also to give 
them a report of what has been and is being 
done at headquarters.

KEEP BOILING THE WATER 


DOCTORS CALL THIS ONLY SURE 
WAY TO ESCAPE TYPHOID. 


Sentiment Expressed at Banquet of 
Physicians’ Clab—Dr. Edwin O. Jor- 
dan, Dr. John H. Long, and Dr. 
Adolph Gehrmann Among the 
Speakers—Map Exhibited Showing 
Area Where Disease Is Making the 


Most Headway. 


“ Boil the water if you would escape the 
typhoid fever."’ 

This was the general sentiment of the Phy- 
sicians’ club last night, expressed at its 
monthly banquet In the De Jonghe restau- 
rant. The subject discussed was: ‘“ The 
Present Hpidemic of Typhoid Fever in Chi- 
cago.’” Dr. Edwin O. Jordan, associate pro- 
fessor of bacteriology at the University of 
Chicago; Dr. John H. Long, professor of 
chemistry at the Northwestern university 
Medical school; and Dr. Ado)ph Gehrmann, 
former director of the bacteriological labor- 
atory of the Chicago board of health, all 


- agreed that if the people of Chicago would 


be healthy they must boil the water they use,. 


TypHoid Regions Shown on a Map. 

Dr. Long; showed on a map the sections in 
which the disease is prevalent the greater | 
portion of the year.,He told of the fever that 
is raging in the Ghetto, and said that condi- 
tions differed there from other sections. All 
the bulletins and newspapers in the city 
would not bear the residents of the district 
the news that the water was bad, so they 
must be reached some other way. The filth 
in the Ghetto, he said, was a breeder of dis- 
ease germs. He believed the spre&d of the 
disease .could be limited even in the Gheto if 
people would take pains to keep their houses 


‘and themselves clean and the city would 


spend a few dollars in cleansing the streets 
and sidewalks. 

Dr. Gehrmann told of the experiences the 
department of health undergoes in its efforts 
to discover the conditions which foster and 
spread disease. He was positive of the caus 
of the present typhoid fever epidemic. attrib- 
uting it almost entirely to the condition of 
the water. Of course, he said, if the water 
is bad it will not affect all persons alike. 
One who is enjoying the best of health may 
escape its effects, while another member of 
the family, who happens to be run down, may 
fall a victim. He thought if the citizens 
would Watch the papers, and when warned 
against the water would boil it, they would 
do more to stamp out the disease than by any 
other method they could adopt. 


Homes Must Be Cleaned. 


In the discussion of the question there 
were a number of subsidiary causes enum- 
erated. Foremost among these was the 
sanitary condition of the dwellingsand flats, 
the lesson being taught by the Ghetto being 
sufficiently powerful to cause the people in 
other sections to look to the condition of 
their homes. The premises about the house, 
the streets, and particularly the alleys, like- 
wise were pointed out as places where the 
dangerous germ could lurk until prepared 
to begin) its attack. Cleanliness was de- 
Clared to be the most important adjunct to 
the bolling of the water in the maintenance 
of the health of the city. 

Supt. E. G. Cooley was expected to give 
his experiences in the public schools, but he 
was prevented from being present. 


LOCKED 'IN STATION CELL; 
_. THEN FOUND NEAR DEATH. 
George F. Stevens Taken from Stanton 


Avenue to Provident Hospital Suf- 
fering from Severe Injuries. 


Suffering from several wounds In the head, 
George F. Stevens, 50 years old, occupies a 
cot at the Provident hospital. Theattending 
‘physiclans have little hope for his recovery. 
He was arrested and taken to the Stanton 
avenue station last Saturday. He had been 
found lying at Indiana ayenue and Thirty- 
fifth street. 

After he was placed In a cell a prisoner in 
the adjoining cell told the police that Stevens 
was injured and unconscious. Stevens was 
immediately removed to the hospital, where 
Dr. Schroeder made an examination, but 
found only a few scalp wounds. Last night 
he was still unconscieus,. and the physicians 
stated that he would probably die before 
morning. 

The police say he probably fell against the 
fron bars or upon the cement floor of his cell. 

Rendered unconscious by severe wounds, 
Christ Nelson, @ teamster, is lying qt the 
Mercy hospital His skull is fractured and 
he has two knife wounds in the chest. All 
that the Cottage Grove avenue police could 
jJearn concerning his movements during the 
few hours preceding is that he had been en- 
gaged in hauling dirt to Thirty-third and 
Wallace streets, and that he must have be- 
come involved tn the trouble that ended in 
his injuries when he was there at 6 o’clock 
last night.

It was the result of a long series of confer- 
ences and battles which began here early 
this morning. Joseph G. Cannon was here 
all day long and acted as peacemaker. The 
candidates were instructed to vote for Albert 
J. Hopkins in the caucus and to vote for him 
also on the floor of the house. 

A resolution was adopted asking the candi- 
dates to support the republican state ad- 
ministration in the organization of the house 
and in all matters which might come before 
the legislature during the Forty-third gen- 
eral assembly. Horace Russell undoubtedly 
will vote for Hopkins for the senate, but as 
for the latter resolution he cares not, and he 
will vote as he pleases, Yates or no Yates. 


Three Counties in District. 

The district is made up of the counties of 
Kankakee, Iroquois, and Grundy. The re- 
publican organization of Kankakee is con- 
trolled by Len Small. Canal Commissioner 
Sackett has complete control of Grundy, but 
the republicans of Iroquois are free and inde-., 
pendent, and are owned by no man. Small 
is determined to get his friend Curtis back to 
the house. 

Curtis is going to be a candidate for the 
speakership again, and Gov. Yates is going 
to support him. 

This convention met two weeks ago and 
Sackett and Small combined to beat Horace 
Russell, the Iroquois candidate. The con- 
vention then took a recess until today, and 
in the meantime 1,400 republican voters in 
Iroquois county signed a petition making 
Ruesell an independent candidate for the 
legislature. Russell and his friends came 
here this morning perfectly indifferent as to 
what the-convention,might or might not do 
as respects their man 

Small and Sackett had Intended to nomi- 
nate Curtis and Israel Dudgeon of Grundy, 
and they had the votes todoit,too. Kanka- 
kee had fourteen votes, Grundy’s eight mak- 
ing twenty-two in all, while Iroquois had 
only thirteen. Bright and early this morn- 
ing the Russell men told Small and Sackett 
they could nominate Curtis and Dudgeon if 
they wished, but Russell would run inde- 
pendently. Iroquois is by all odds the big- 
gest county in the district. 


Convention Opening Delayed, 

This announcement of intent on the part 
of Russell's friends made Len Small throw 
a fit. He was afraid to get his convention 
together at'9 o'clock, as originally intended, 
so he declared a postponement until 1:30 
p. m. All the afternoon the convention was 
as delusive as the nimble pea in the hands 
of the skillful thimble rigger. Mr. Small 
carried it around in his vest pocket, and he 
and Sackett had troubles of theirown. The 
Grundy county delegates were inclined‘to 
take the warpath and break away from 
Sackett.

AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS. 
- There ist®ow beginning in New York a 
movement which may be destined to have 
nationa] proportions. A body of .. people 
«. “led “the committee on the prevention of 
tuberculosis” has been organized by the 
New York Charity Organization society. 
_Ne one can say that the committee is not 
needed. Year by year mortality statistics 
make it clear that, although the tubercular 
death rate is falling, tuberculosis continues 
to maintain its place at the head of the col- 
umn of fatal diseases. Further, since about 
35 per cent of the deaths from tuberculosis 
occur when the victims are from 15 to 34 
years old and 20 per cent occur when they 
are from’ 35 to 54 years old, it is equally 
clear that tuberculosis is taking from us just 
those persons in whom society has made an 
investment in the way of maintenance and 
education, and-from whom society would 
naturally expect some return in the way of 
social service. For these two reasons, then, 
the large tubercular death rate, and the fact 
that tuberculosis attacks chiefly those who 
are at the height of their powers, the med- 
ical and charitable societies of New York 
have thought that it was time to take steps 
against a disease which scientific investiga- 
tion has shown to be preventable and 
curable, 
#4 Consumptives have no reason to fear that 
the New York committee will try to make 
their lot harder than it alreadyis. The cam- 
paign outlined by Charities, the official or- 
gan of the New York Charity Organization 
society, consists largely of investigation 
~with regard to the means of checking tuber- 
culosis in the home and of educational agita- 
tion by lectures and pamphlets for the pur- 
pose of getting people to understand the 
methods by which tuberculosis can be 
stamped out. 


“ Preventable and curable” is the motto - 


the tuberculosis committee seems to have 
adopted. It is unnecessary that people 
should continue to die of tubercular diseases. 
Men like Dr. 8S. A. Knopf, the tubercular 
specialist; Ernst J. Lederle, head of the New 
York health department; Edward T. De- 
vine, secretary g&the Charity Organization 
society; Robert Hunter, head of the uni- 
versity settle ‘-and Robert W. de For- 
est, head of the new tenement house depart- 
ment, have come to the conclusion that not 
only is it possible to eliminate tuberculosis 
in this country, as yellow fever was elim- 
inated in Havana, but that there is no rea- 
son why the elimination should not be ac- 
complished at this present time. ~The scien- 
tific, the philanthropic, and, fortunately, to 
a certain extent, the plutocratic people of 
New York have cometoanagreement. The 
scientific people will provide advice, the 
philanthropic people will provide the ma- 
chinery of investigation, and the plutocratic 
people will provide money. This arrange- 
ment seems to promise results. 
What is done in New York can be done 
elsewhere. If the investigations of the tuber- 
culosis committee lead to concliikions which 
are applicable to the problem 4s it exists to- 
day there can be no doubt that the people 
of the United States will adopt them and 
put them to immediate use. Wedo not want 
tuberculosis in this country, afid the sooner 
we are rid of it the less physical and mental 
suffering we shall have. The object the tu- 
berculosis committee has in mind is worth) 
* working for. 


VAUDEVILLE POLITICS. . 

A few years ago politics was 9’game or 
a business in which able bodied men were 
alone interested—if one except an occasional 
strenuous advocate of female suffrage. In 
the old days and in some wards a practical 
politician needed quite as much knowledge 
of pugilism as of politics, for black eyes and 
‘sbroken noses were a recognized part of every 
close campaign. But now a strange and 
amusing change has come about. Today 
politics is fast becoming a parlor game, like 
pingpong or crokinole. O’Brien’s Indiaus 
have given way as a political organization 
to the Steenth Ward Mothers’ Democratic 
club, and even the nursery bids fair to be 
soon invaded. The full dinner pail may give 
way as a political issue to the full nursing 
bottle, and parades of baby carriages in 
honor of rival candidates may take the 
place of the serried ranks of patriots who 
formerly marched under dripping kerosene 
torches with white oileloth shields pinned 
to their manly bosoms, 

Instead of midnight meetings saloons 
or over them there @re now political 5 o'clock 
teas, and aspiring politicians come home at 
sundown to their weeping families loaded 
to the guards with hot water and raisin 
cakes. Where once the eagle soared on 
rhetorical pinions through the blue empyre- 
an of oratory Miss Lottie Lazann skips 
over the stage, with light pink and scanty 
drapery floating about her. 

Vaudeville has taken the place of elo- 
quence; Daniel Webster has surrendered 
toa dancing girl; Tom Johnson's tent stands 
on the site of the fornm; “ Bill ” Devery’s 
free picnic ‘ substituted for the Lincoln- 
Douglas «: es. Politics has been emas- 
culated. The old time and picturesque ward 
tough is fast getting out of politics and into 
the penitentiary.

THE OUTRAGE AT CORINTH. 

Few people will deny that the negro who 
was burned at Corinth, Miss., deserved 
death, or that the mob which burned him 
disgraced the government of the city and of 
the state. If the man had been lynched in 
the usud] summary fashion; if the scene of 
the lynching had been a backwoods town; if 
the mob had been composed of frontiersmen 
or “ poor white trash,” the violation of the 
law properly might have been condemned, 
but it would have been excused as the rough 
and ready justice of a primitive commupni- 
ty. But the wretch was inhumanly tortured 
before women and children, in the presence 
of a great crowd of well to do citizens of a 
prosperoas city, and with a fiendish delibera- 
tion which permitted thousands to come 
on trains from the country round about. 

Habitual violation of law entitling all 
men, black or white, to a fair trial has re- 
sulted in the moral perversion of the people 
of Corinth. They have countenanced lypch- 
ing; they have approved it openly, and 
when the leading men of the city, who were 
to do the lynching, objected to the stake 
the mob overbore them and lashed the ne- 
gro to an iron bar and burned him. The 
city and county authorities are not men- 
tioned in the dispatches. Corinth was given 
over to a horrible, morbid craving for blood, 
It cried, like Rome, for “games.” Gov. 
Longino has fought lynching resolutely 
since his inauguration, and has succeeded 
in staying the evil ina marked degree. He 


and, if .public opinion in Mississippi has 
not fallen too low, secure their conviction. 


DEATH OF EMILE ZOLA. 

The sudden death of Emile Zola is an- 
nounced from Paris. His unfortunate per- 
sonal circumstances, his social boyeott since 
the Dreyfus affair, and the indifference of 
the Parisian lic to his latest romance, 
“Truth,” are fhought by some to point to 
suicide, but it is difficult to conceive that a 
man of his strong, resolute character has 
made such an exit from life. By his death 
France has lost, in some respects, its great- 
est novelist since the days of Victor Hugo. 
In some directions he was. greater, even, 
than the latter, whom he studied closely. 
In pure romance Hugo was his superior. In 
the novel “ with a purpose ”’ and in realism, 
at times merciless if not brutal, Zola was 
the greater of the two writers. f 

M. Zola’s early training was in the direc- 
tion of literature. His first boyish work 
was for a publishing house and for newspa- 
pers. When but 23 years of age his first 
novel, “ Contes A Ninon,” appeared. It was 
quickly followed by five or six more, now 
little known, and mostly mere stories for 
the sake of the story, though they gave 
traces of that realistic power which is so 
marked in his later works. Between 1871 
and 1880 Zola entered upon what may be 
_“ his second periou. Each of his novels 
now had its “ purpose.”” Prominent among 
his works of this period are “ La Fortune 
des Rougon,” the motive of which is the 
coup d'état; “ La Curée,” based upon the 
excesses of Parisian high life; “ Le Ventre 
de Paris,” which concerns the markets; 
“Son Excellence Eugéne Rougon,” in 
which M, Reuher is mercilessly flayed; 
“ L,’Assom a horrible picture of the 
evils of drink; and “ Nana,” a disgusting 


picture. of the evils of Viee. 


Following these novels, whose scope is 
limited by the walls of Paris, M. Zola en- 
gaged upon the crowning Works of his career 
and produced a series of masterpieces Which 
recall the “ Human Comedy” of Balzac, 
though the work is upon a smaller scale. 
Prominent among his later productions are 


'“ Le Débacle,” “ La Terre,” “ Fecondité,”’ 


»“* Rome,” “ Paris,” and “ Lourdes.” Un- 
doubtedly another will appear posthumous- 
ly, as itis known he was‘engaged upon a dis- 
cussion of the labor problem, which must 
have been nearly finished at the time of his 
death. His earlier works made him notori- 
ous; his later ones have made him famous. 

M. Zola had some of the qualities of a 
great literary artist. His industry was pro- 
digivus. His courage was indomitable, as 
was shown when he virtually arraigned the 
whole French people in “Le Débfacle,” 
when he enraged the people with “ Lourdes” 
and “ Rome,” and when, single handed, he 
espoused the cause of Dreyfus with such 
determination and with such contempt for 
threats that at last he had to leave Paris to 
escape open violence. His style is bold and 
picturesque, and in some passages has ex- 
traordinary power. Though usually desig- 
nated a “ realist,” he called himself a “ nat- 
uralist,”” because he used his pen as a scalpel 
to expose and, if possiblé, cure the evils of 
heredity, physiology, and vice in its various 
forms. Perhaps he might more accurately 
be called an “ impressionist.” While he 
imitated the method of Balzac he closely 
resembled him in manner, though he shows 
no sign of Balzac’s humor. In dealing with 
vice his freedom often becomes as disgusting 
as the vice he describes. In describing ac- 
cessories he often becomes as tedious as Bal- 
zac, while he is not as accurate. That he 
| is dramatic is proved by the success of plays 
based upon his “ Thérése Raquin,” “ L/As- 
sommoir,”’ and “ Nana.” He has also writ- 
ten many reviews and criticisms and one or 
two biographies of- contemporaries, but his 
fame will rest chiefly upon the works “ with 


the last ten years. : 


THE PARCELS POST. 

Outside the large express companies it 
would be hard to find any criticism of the 
general principle that it would be wise for 
this country to have a parcels post agree- 
ment with every other country in the world. 
It is intolerable that parcels sent to London 
or to Patis should be put in the same class 
with letters and should be charged letter 
rates. The trade in parcels has reached such 
proportions that it deserves a separate sched- 
ule. The express companies will object, 
Why shouldn't they?. Every man has a 
right to object to anything which is going 
to hurt him. The express companies will 
be hurt when the parcels post treaties are 
made. Their interests demand a continu- 
ance of the present system. Naturally they 
are opposed to a change. They cannot be 
blamed. Their course is not monstrous. It 
is simply selfish. .1t does not call for outcries 
about corporate greed. It leads merely to 
remarks about human nature. 

With no animosity, therefore, toward the 
express companies, one can still truthfally 
say that the country needs a parcels post 
delivery abroad and that the sooner the 
pareels post treaties are made the better 
pleased the public will be. The parcels 
post idea is already recognized. The United 
States postofiice sends ‘parcels at a special 
parcels rate to Canada, Mexico, the Central 
and South American states, Germany, and 
New Zealand.

THE WAR CLOUD IN THE BALKANS. 

The annual Balkan scare has assumed 
unusual proportions this year. The unrest 
is spread over a wider area and the dis- 
turbances are more serious than any since 
the last settlement of the Balkan question. 
In Albania and Macedonia, if one can judge 
by the reports, the authority of the Turkish 
government does not extend beyond the 
xange of its rifles, and the people are suf- 
fering alternately from the exactions of 
brigands, revolutionaries, and ‘Turkish 
troops. In Bulgaria the government has 
failed to maintain order, and the persecu- 
tion of the Jews in Roumania has been 
brought to the notice of the world. Internal 
disorders in little states bring about foreign 
intervention. It is quite possible that Secre- 
tary Hay’s note marks the beginning of the 
reopening of the Balkan question.

Thus a duel between two officers of the 
Sixtieth regiment of infantry having been 
jately brought to his attention, he directed 
jhe one who provoked the combat to be dis- 
missed from the army, while the other of 
phe principals was sentenced to a year’s 
confinement in a fortress. ,The four officers 
who acted as seconds have each been con- 
AMemned in accordance with the instructions 
of the king to three months’ confinementina 
fortress. Finally, the colonel of the regi- 
gent has been deprived of his command 
and the lieutenant colonel sentenced to a 
month's close arrest for having permitted 
the duel to take place. 

This drastic punishment, the first of its 
kind personally ordered by the king, has 
created a tremendous sensation, not only 
an the Dtalian army, but likewise throughout 
the entire kingdom, where duels are far more 
mumerous and more sanguinary than any- 
where else in Europe. Moreover, the king's 
action is hailed by the influential and in- 
ternational Anti-Dueling league as a most 
important contribution to the tause which 
they have in hand, 


The statement that Prince Obolenski, the 
governor of Kharkoff, whose life was at- 


‘tempted the other day by nihilists, owed 


its preservation to the fact that he was 
wearing a shirt of mail, has served to call

$53 to the secretary of the sacred, college, 
$215 to those master@ Of the ceremo who 
take part in the investiture, $86 for themas- 
ter of the ceremonies who do not take part 
in the, ceremony, $200 to the chaplains who 
chant the service, $533 to the papal cham- 
berlains, and a similar amount to that par- 
ticular chamberlain who conveys the zuc- 
chetto’”’ to the newly appointed cardinal, if 
he happens to be im Rome. All toid, the fees 
payable by a cardinal who receives his ap- 
pointment at Rome amount, according to the 
revised rules, to about $3,000. 

Of course, ine the- case of foreign cardinals 
the expenses are considerably greater. For, 
in addition to all these fees they have to pay 
the expenses of the prelate and of the nob.e 
guard who are intrusted with the convey- 
ance of the zucchetto, or scarlet skull cap, 
besides feeing them handsomely. 

From this it will be seen that even now, 
after the cutting down process to which the 
pope has subjected the fees exacted from a 
newly appointed cardinal, the latter's pro- 
motion still remains an extremely costly dis- 
tinction. .

In 
consequence railroads are trying to increase 
their tonnage by making lower rates. At 
the Missouri river grain and provision rates, 
it is said, are in a disturbed condition and 
business is being diverted via the Baltimore 


and Ohio Southwestern and the South- 
ern railway to Norfolk and New- 
port News. Colorado rates have gone 


all to pieces and on certain articles the re- 
duction amounts to about 50 per cent.
